Germans admit an attempt, but deny success. 
Both accounts agree,

furious air battle over the ship, and both sides claim 
aerial casualties equal to those 
that 
would be sus­ 
tained In a heavy dash of aviation arms. 
There is apparently no immediate hope of the Lvore 
ji airplane vs. battleship being settled. It remains in 
joubt, like the more ancient issue of the automobile 
vs. the horse, which currently Is being revived over 
again 
There is a place for each, depending on cir­ 
cumstances. 
Undoubtedly a new pattern of naval warfare is 
being evolved from experience In this war, Just as a 
new pattern has appeared in the course of all previous 
a ars.

Gasoline Exhausts Dangerous, Doctor Says

gallons of gasoline each month— 
twice as much as was used in 1927 
—and whether gasoline Is used in 
your cm this year or in an army 
car. tank or airplane or in an in­ 
dustrial plant, this amount is used 
just the same, 
I knew a little 
patient—a 
boy 
of nine—who, on a visit to a farm, 
was seated on a tractor where he 
was right over the exhaust. He be­ 
came quite pale and anemic during 
his vacation and undoubtedly the 
condition was due to the gasoline 
fumes which lie inhaled. When he 
was at home In the city riding in 
his father’s car. he was protected 
from the escape. 
Drowsy and Dull 
Studies show that men exposed 
to 1,000 parts of gasoline get drowsy 
and dull and some may even de­ 
velop numbness in ax little ax five 
minutes. Within an hour they are 
d zzy, suffer from a lack of muscle 
control and experience slight nau­ 
sea. When the amount of gasoline 
is upped to three times that amount. 
Hie same 
symptoms appear, 
but 
more quickly. When it is shot up to 
7,000 parts of gasoline, the men are 
intoxicated 
within 
five 
minutes. 
Animals die very quickly in fumes 
above 10,000 parts per million. 
The port# of the body which are 
most su beet to assault from gaso­ 
line fumes are the nervous system, 
the lungs and bronchial tubes, the 
blood and small blood vessels which 


may break, 
causing 
hemorrhages 
into various organs. 
The nervous system of a person 
in air heavily laden with gasoline 
or poorly ventilated may go bad in 
a very few minutes or hours. 
The 
victim may fall unconscious and die 
. immediately, or within a short time, 
j If death is delayed, the lack of con­ 
sciousness may be less rapid and 
j may resemble acute alcoholism, with 
1 a brief period 
of 
incoordination, 
j Delirium and incoordination lasting 
| for hours or even days may follow. 
J The type of 
unconsciousness 
de­ 
pends on the kind of gasoline used, j 
N aphtha Jag 
One 
form 
of 
intoxication 
is 
i known as the “naphtha jag.” Tile 
sensation may not 
be 
unpleasant 
; and people have been known either 
' to drink or inhale gasoline fumes 
I to get this effect. 
The intensity 
of 
poisoning de- 
| pends on poor mixing, poor ignition 
and poor vaporization of gasoline 
and air. Too rich a mixture, or in­ 
complete flame propagation, causes 
gasoline vapor in exhaust gases. 
There is also a chronic form of 
I the condition, although how fre­ 
quent this is 
is 
debatable. 
The 
chronic type occurs after exposure 
to low concentrations over a long 
!>eriod. Severe symptoms, such as I 
tire found in acute cases, occur. The 
importance of the chronic cases is 
probably not very great as they afe ' 
not especially frequent. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. F. L : Will you please explain 
what dropped stomach Is and what 1 
can bo done about it. 
Answer: There is no definite nor­ 
mal 
place 
where 
the 
stomach 
should be. lf we examine one hun­ 
dred people with the 
X-ray, 
we I 
will find thai no two of them have J 
the stomach in the same place. Tall, 
thin, linear people are likely to have 
a stomach fairly low. Also after an 


abdominal operation or a pregnancy, 
the abdominal muscles are weak so 
that the stomach is low. Only a very' 
small percentage of these cases of 
dropped stomach cause any diges­ 
tive trouble cr 
disability 
of any 
kind. When there is any disability, 
the best treatm ent is to temper the 
wind to the shorn lamb and give 
the patient small 
meals 
that wit' 
not sag the stomach and which are- 
easy to digest. Half-hour rest per­ 
iods after meals are advisable. It is 
also possible to lift 
the 
stomach 
with an abdominal belt or a proper­ 
ly fitted corset.
